The demand of the convention 
of representatives of Santa Clara, 
San Francisco and San Mateo 
counties that one of the state high¬ 
ways be built along the Peninsula 
is founded on sound reason. The 
objective point of all roads in the 
state is San Francisco, because the 
greatest number of travelers de¬ 
sire to come to the city Similar¬ 
ly the objective point of the roads 
in the southern part of the state 
is Los Angeles. The travel over 
roads between two points bears a 
close relation to the population. 

It is therefore but plain, ordi¬ 
nary, common business sense that 
when the state puts up the money 
to build a highway along the coast 
it should run in uninterrupted 
course from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles. 

The chairman of the convention 
brought forward an argument for 
this policy on the ground of fair¬ 
ness—that, of the Si 8,000,000 
bond issue for the construction of 
state highways, the three counties 
of Santa Claia, San Francisco and 
San Mateo will pay about $5,000,- 
000, as they have about 30 per 
cent of the assessed property of 
the state. 

This is a good reason, but the 
best reason of all is that this state 
road, constructed as the county 
representatives request, would ac¬ 
commodate a great many more 
travelers than ony other stretch 
of road of the same length in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Futhermore, there is more need 
for model highway construction 
here than in most sections. The 
roads in and out of-San Francisco 
are very poor. Neither San Fran¬ 
cisco nor San Mateo has done its 
duty in this matter of accomodat¬ 
ing traffic. They have not built 
good roads, or else have not kept 
them in order after they were 
built. Therefore travelers are 
put to inconvenience and expense 
and traffic is lessened to a consider¬ 
able degree. 

The men in the construction of 
state highways should see that 
this part of the traffic is accomo¬ 
dated with a model road. Also, 
the city should be awake to its 
duties in the matter. The streets 
and roads that lead from the cen¬ 
ter of the city to the county line 
have been badly paved and badly 
kept. Instead of having several 
broad, smooth avenues by which 
automobiles and teams might en¬ 
ter anil leave the city, there have 
been but two, and these are neither 
direct or well cared for. 

The neglect of the streets has 
not been for want of complaint. 
Residents and travelers, automo¬ 
bile associations and steamsters, 
improvement clubs and prominent 
citizens alike have called for im¬ 
provements and have met by the 
answer that there were “no funds. ” 
And yet it is a simple fact that 
the money wasted in this city by 
its government in paying two or 


three men to do one man’s work 
would have put Mission road and 
the automobile boulevard 111 first-

and all other necessary improve¬ 
ments, and would also have paid 
for the opening of other streets to 
| accommodate the growing traffic. 

I As we have before remarked, the 
shame of the city is not that so 
much money is spent, but that it 
is wasted on loafing jobs instead 
of getting for the people the ser- 
1 vice they need and have the right 
1 to demand from their government. 

If the state will show us the sort 
of road we ought to have, it will 
probably spur San Francisco as well 
as the other counties to improve 
I other highways to a similar stan- 

j 

daril of excellence. In this way 
the indirect influence of the state 
highway construction is likely to 
prove of more benefit than the 
direct service from the roads it 
will supply.—San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer. 


The California Highway Com¬ 
mission has sent the following let¬ 
ter to the board of supervisors of 
this county. “For the purpose of 
the more quickly obtaining all 
data possible, upon which to base 
our final decision as to the most 
feasible route for the state liigh- 
way system through your portion 
of the state; we would ask your 
co-operation, and would request 
that you submit to this commiss¬ 
ion, as soon as you can conveni¬ 
ently, a complete map of your 
county, drawn to a scale ol one- 
half inch to the mile, having in¬ 
dicated thereon the route or routes 
most desired for such highway 
system, with additional data of 
tne population and assessed values 
of all towns, and any other data 
valuable under thecircumstances. ” 
This request should be attended to 
promptly by the board, as it is of 
the utmost importance. The bay 
shore road leading out of San 
Francisco and going as far south 
as San Bruno should be recomend- 
ed as a route for the state high¬ 
way in addition to Mission road. 
One thing in its favor is its shorter 
distance. The Southern Pacific 
Company expended millions of 
dollars along the bay shore and 
practically abandoned its former 
over-the-hill Mission route in 
order to save over four miles in 
distance and eighteen minutes of 
time. The Enterprise urges Su¬ 
pervisor Casey to recommend the 
bay shore route as well as Mission 
road for the state highway. 

Loth the San Francisco ('all and 
Chronicle yesterday had good edi¬ 
torials on the subject of lower 
transportation rates down the 
Peninsula. There is no reason 
why this section should not have 
as favorable commutation rates as 
prevail on the other side of the 
bay. The metropolitan press can 
he of much help in har ing this 
condition brought about.

ACCORD IN MOROCCO 
IS ALMOST CERTAIN 

France Takes a Mere Hopeful 
View of the Situation 

While it is hardly expected that the 
German reply to the communication 
of France reaching Berlin Thursday 
will be an acceptance of every point, 
yet the spirit of the semi-official ob¬ 
servations on the Moroccan dispute 
made by the Cologne Gazette creates 
favorable impressions officially in 
Paris of an approaching agreement. 

A report gained circulation that 
twenty-five German Uhlans had 
crossed the frontier near Luneville. 
The Ministry of the Interior investi¬ 
gated the report and denied it. 

Discussing the Moroccan situation 
at the Social Democratic congress at 
Jena, Germany, Herr Bebel, leader of 
the Socialists in the Reichstag, de¬ 
nounced the reports that the societies 
would proclaim a political general 
strike in case of war. The opposi¬ 
tion of German Socialists to such 
methods was well known, he said. 

Herr Bebel added that the Social¬ 
ists would support a judicious colo¬ 
nial policy and demand for Germany 
full equality in the commercial and 
industrial development of Morocco, 
but they believed that it would be 
criminal and frivolous to engage in 
war on account of Morocco.

CHOLERA EPIDEMIC 
RAGES IN ITALY 

Panic-Stricken People Resist 
Health Regulations 

Gioia del Colle, a city with a popu¬ 
lation of 20,000. in the Italian province 
of Bari de la Pugli, has, according to 
official advices, been the scene of sav¬ 
age excesses in consequence of the 
cholera epidemic now raging in Italy. 
The disease is said to have reduced 
the inhabitants to desperation. 

The authorities ordered that all per¬ 
sons attacked by cholera should be 
taken to a hospital and that those who 
j had been in contact with cholera vic¬ 
tims be isolated in a neighboring 
building. The population, incensed 
by these measures and convinced that 
it was the intention of the authorities 
to kill the patients and also those un¬ 
der observation, gathered to the num- 
1 her of several thousands to liberate 
I their relatives and friends. 

The hospital was stormed and the 
building threatened with incendiary 
destruction should the mob be inter¬ 
fered with in releasing the cholera 
stricken inmates. A small force of 
carabineers, aided by a few policemen, 
attempted to awe the crowds, but the 
police were inadequate to cope with 
the situation and, in order to avoid 
1 bloodshed, the doors of the hospital 
were thrown open.

This bulletin is based on special re¬ 
ports by reliable authorities in various 
counties covering nearly every section 
of the state 

Grain crops have yielded above the 
ten-year average on the whole, and 
some sections report very heavy yield. 

Wheat shows increase of gluten, 
due to improved quality of seed. 

Hops are turning out well, both in 
yield and price. Conditions obtain¬ 
ing this season will stimulate plant¬ 
ing next year. 

Potatoes, onions and beans are giving 
good yields, compaiing well with a 
full crop. Other field vegetables are 
good and shipping and canning arc 
active. 

Walnuts and olives in some sections 
will make big crops. 

Citrus fruit shipments to date 
amount to some 45,000 carloads, about 
40 per cent more than last year. Large, 
new plantings are being made. 

Shipments of deciduous fruits, 
though being late, are fast nearing the 
1910 mark. Grape shipments will be 
heavy and the quality is unusually 
good. 

Wine grapes are bringing from 80 to 
50 per cent more than in 1910. 

State, county, municipal, as well as 
private construction, is active in all 
sections. Contracts have been let for 
80 miles of concrete sidewalk in the 
addition to Willows.
